Cosgrave assumes the 
high office of President with the approval 
not only of Parliament, but of the whole 
country, which is sincerely grateful for 
his brave and wise service to the State. 
We do not think that much comment is 
needed on the Labour Party’s attitude 
to the oath, Its members “solemnly 
swore” true faith and allegiance to 
the Constitution and fidelity to His 
Majesty King George V.—and then 
registered a “proviso” to’the effect that, 
if at any future time the nation should 
repudiate the Treaty, they would consider 
themselves relieved of their pledge. This 
kind of casuistry has been without credit 
since the days ci Euripides; but wo may 
leave the Labour members to scttle the 
matter with their own consciences. Presi- 
dent Cosgrave said yesterday that Great 
Britain had observed hér contract at every 
stage “with scrupulous and undeviating 
good faith.” We are convinced that the 
Irish people intend to honour their bond 
in the same fashion. 

The spirit and language of Mir. Cosgrave’s 
speech were worthy of its historic occasion, 
He deplored the disorders and losses oi 


[the last twelve months and made an 


earnest appeal for immediate peace on the 
only possible basis—a loyal acceptance of 
the people s will by all Irish citizens, He 
showed that under her new Constitution 
Ireland will enjoy absolute equality among 
the communities of the Empire, and that 
she will be a full partner in any future 
expansion of the powers and privileges of 
the Dominion sfatus, The most important 
part oí the speech was its referonce to 
the question which will test most severely 
the statesmanship of both Irish Govern- 
menis—namely, the question of the 
Northern frontier, There is no use in 


pretending to ignore the stark conflict of 


interests which it presents at this critical 
time. The Northern State stands upon 
the Act of 1020 and refuses to accept a 
Boundary Commission. The Free State 
Government stands upon the text of the 
Treaty and is confirmed in its attitude 
by the wesult of the recent elections in 
Fermanagh and Tyrone. It seems, in fact, 
to be ‘the old problem of the immovable 
body and the irresistible force. The only 
certain thing is that a conflict on this 
naked issue would bring disaster on both 
States and would postpone indefinitely, if 
it didnot destroy, the prospects of Frish 
unity. Mr. Cosgrave’s speech was a frank 
Statement of the Southern claim, but it 
was also a genuine overture of peace, We. 
hope that it will result im an early con- 
ference between the two Governments. 
Even this most formidable of all obstacles 
may be vanquished by the solvent of 
good-will. 

Comment on the character of the Free 
State’s first Senate may be reserved until 
its constitution is complete, Some names 
which are notably absent from the Presi- 
dent's list may be found among the thirty 
that remain to be selected by the 
Chamber. We shall say at once, how- 
ever, that Mr. Cosgrave’s list fulfils—so 
far as he is concerned—the agreement that 
the Senate shall be composed of “ citizens 
who have done honour to the nation by 
reason of useful public service or who, 
because of special qualifications cr attain- 
ments, represent important aspects of the 
nation’s life.” Certainly the President 
has kept faith with the Southern minority, 
some of whose ablest and most influential 
members figure in his list. They include 
leaders of commerce and indastry like Mr. 
Andrew Jameson, Mr. John, Bagwell and 
Mr. Henry Guinness; and the Irish 
Peerage is represented by eight Senators, 
including one lady—the Dowager Countess 
of Desart. We hope that the Earl of 
Kerry's experience in the Senate will 
modify the pessimism of his father, the 
Marquis of Lansdowne, concerning the 
future of the Free State. Literature is 
wrepresented by Mr. W. B. Yeats and Dr. 
Sigerson. The Right Hon. H. G. Burgess 
will be a tower of strength to the new 
Government in all its dealings with the 
transport problem; and other names, like 
that of Sir Horace Plunkett, are associated 
with special services to Ireland. Mr. Cos- 
grave s list is a guarantee that the Senate 
will be a rea) and important factor in the 
nation’s progress. |

A Business Proposal. 


By far the most practical contribution 
to the discussion on German reparations 
which has yet beén made is contained in 
the proposals which were forwarded yes- 
terday by the Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce to Mr. Bonar Law.

The Electoral College. 


Of more than a little interest to 
students of constitutional history is the 
news, just received from Washington, that 
the new Progressive bloc in the Senate 
has secured from the Agricultural Com- 
mittee a favourable report on a proposal 
to abolish the Electoral College. This 
College is the body that actually elects 
the President and Vice-President of the 
United States. The framers of the Con- 
stitution intended that the members of tha 
Electoral College should exercise their 
own judgment in selecting the chief execu- 
tive of the United States and his 
under-study ; but the growth of American 
democracy did not permit such an 
arrangement to survive in practice. The 
convention system—which had, of course, 
no constitutional _recognition—developed 
as the means by which each party selected 
one champion to be pitted against the 
champion of the other party, The mem- 
bers of the Electoral College continued to 
be chosen as the Constitution provided— 
that is to say, so many were allotted to 
every State in proportion to its popula- 
tion. Each party put up as many candi- 
dates as there were Electoral College seats, 
and the party which had a majority of 
votes elected its men. Theoretically, mem- 
bers of the Electoral College thus chosen 
used their own discretion jn finding MH 
President ; but, in fact, they were pledged 
to elect the man who had secured the 
nomination at their party’s national con- 
vention. The Electoral College thus 
became a mere sham. The obj@t in 
abolishing it is to get, the names of the 
Presidential candidates on the bellot 
instead of the names of the team of 
Electoral College candidates. who are pro- 
posed by each partyg This reform, it is 
believed, will di ge “ticket ”' voting 
and will give to independent Presidential 
candidates, with no party backing and no 
organisation, a chance of being chosen on 
their merits.

MEETING OF CREDITORS IN 


LONDON. 


At the London Bankruptcy Court yesterday 
the statutory first meeting of the creditors | 
of Captain Daniel Desmond Sheehan, who 
is described as af the National Liberal Club 
and 87 Clarendon street, London, 8.W., was 
held before Mr, ~ Armstrong, the Assistant 
Official Receiver. 

The debtor, who for 18 years represented 
Mid Cork in the British House of Commons, 
was brought to the Court on the petition of 
a creditor on the 26th October. 

The Chairman reported that the debtor, in 
the preliminary examination, had stated that 
he was a member of the Irish Bar and a 
captain in the Royal Munster Fusiliers. He 
was called to the Bar in 1911, and had an 
increasing practice until the outbreak of the 
war, when he immediately offered the services 
of himself and his three sons to the Crown. 
He obtained a commission in the Royal. 
Munster Fusiliers, and the two eldest of his 
sons were killed while serving in the Royal 
Air Force, He served in the Army for three 
and a hrelf years, and was then invalided out 
on accofint of ill-health, contracted whidst on 
active service, with a pension. He was in- 
terested under an agreement with another per- 
son to the extent of a half-share in the mineral 
rights of 68,000 acres of land in Achill 
Island and on the adjacent mainland, in the 
West Coast of Ireland, which it was pro- 
posed to develop as soon as things settled 
down in Ireland. He estimated his interest 
in that was worth £2,500. 

He was also entitled to a majority share 
in a syndicate already formed to utilise the 
hydraulic electrical power of the River Bann 
in Ulster, and in a few months it was ex- 
pected that a contract would be entered into 
tor about £1,000,000 to carry out the neces- 
sary. work.

BRITISH UNEMPLOYED, 


RR“ 


ANOTHER £1,000,000 FOR 
RELIEF. 


A supplementary estimate íor £1,070,000 for 
the relief of the unemployed was issued in 
London yesterday, bringing thé total amount 
estima for this purpose for the year to 
£2,570,000, and the total of all supplementary 
estimates presented to £17,622.202. compared 
with the Budget provision of £25,000,000 Of 
the new amount, £50,000 is a grant to be paid 
direct to the Forestry Fund. 

The remaining sum is required to meet ex- 
penditure in connection with schemes for :— 

Employment of labour on land improvement 
and drainage; loans to local authorities, to 
enable them to cafry out works for the relief 
of unemployment; distressed local authorities 
in exceptional cases for their general pur- 
poses; and poor law authorities in necessitous 
areas in Great Britain, which are unable to 
meet claims upon them for relief. 

With the estimate is a memorandum ex- 
laining that of the £1,070,000. a sum of 
600,000 is for additional expenditure in re 
s of existing schemes, while £470,000 is 
the amount required in the current financial 
year in respect, of new assistance, which will 
total £1,620,000 in all. .

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 
THE END OF 700 YEARS OF 
| BONDAGE. 


The President, who was received with ap- 
plause, then rose to make his statement, He 
said—On this notable day, when our country 
has definitely emerged from the’ bondage 
under vahich she has lived through a week of 
centuries, Ij cannot deny that I feel intensely 
proud to be the first man called to preside 
over the first Government which takes over 
the control cf the destiny of our people, to 
hold and administer that charge, answerable 
only to our own people and to none other; 
to conduct their affairs as they shall declare 
right without interference, not to say domina- 
tion, by any other authority whatsoever®on 
this earth. | 

I appreciate the honour of the position to 
which I am called amongst my own people. 
Yet if it is a note of appreciation rather 
‘than of gratitude, that will surprise no one 
who has watched for the past twelve months, 
since the Treaty between this country and 
our old enemy was signed, the futile struggle, 
the unnecessary sufferings and bloodshed 
which have been inflicted upon our people at 
the behest of a. small. minority, inspired 
whether with vanity or I know not what. 
Twelve months, which might have een 
spent conserving the fruits of our struggle, 
have been wasted in resisting the mad efforts 
of those who first called upon the people to 
throw aside these fruits and go again into

BRITAIN’S GOOD FAITH. 


We have had to dissipate our energies in 
trying to hold what we have won—not from 
those lately our enemiés, but from those, 
many of whom fought with us of old, who 
set their own narrowness, or what they 
would call intellectualism, against the broad 
good-sense of the e. 

And here let me. say that from the hour 
when the British people were committed to 
the Treaty by the signature of their dele- 
gutes and the approval of their Parliament, 
they have never tried to whittle down by 
one iota the fuluads of what they had yielded 
back to us.. (He, hear.) They have stood 
by the letter and the spirit of that bargain 
with scrupnlous and urdeiating good faith. 
I have just received from the Prime Minis- 
ter of England, Mr. Bonar Law, a telegram, 
and it is as follows:—’ 


State, I desire, on behalf of my colleagues 
and myself, to convey to you a, of 
greetings and good-will. You may be 
assured that we, on our part, -will do all 
that lies in our power to further the com-

DEAD LEADERS’ VISION. 


It was because of their vision and their 

understanding of what it all meant and stood

tracts, or whether a separate minister should 
be appointed under the Minister of Commerce. 
“When that time elapsed they would be in a 
better position to make a further announce- 
ment. 
He would suggest that the House now ap- 
point this assistant minister, in order to give 
them an opportunity of seeing what the ré- 
sult would be. Therefore he formally nomi- 
nated this minister in consultation with his 
colleagues. 
"We will have on next Monday or Tues- 
day.’ continued the President, “the Second 
House. That House will be dealing with busi- 
ness serit from here. It may initiate legisla 
tion, and it will generally have the same 
amount of business to prosecute as we have in 
this House, and we. have. come to the conelu- 
sion that it would be well that a liaison officer 
should be appointed between the two Houses. 
Therefore, I propose the appointment of a 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministers who 
would deal with matters occurring between 
the Lower and the Upper House. 
I think, having regard to the pressure of 
business in taking over the various depart- 
ments and dealing with legislation, the Minis- 
try. will have much more business to perform 
now than will be the case, say, In two 
or three years’ time. I think the House will 
come to the conclusion that these two officers 
should be appointed, and that the Cabinet will 
have the advantage of a Parliamentary Secre- 
tary. 
The President concluded with the sentence : 
“I nominate myself as Minister of Finance.” 


CRITICISMS. 


Mr. Johnson (Lab.) said that he noticed the 
Executive Council included the Minister of 
Education. He regretted that the Education 
‘Minister should be one of the political officers 
contemplated in the Constitution, and he 
was sorry that the President had included 
this Minister in his Council. 
The President, in the course of his reply, 
said that Parliamentary Secretaries were in 
a somewhat different. category from the 
Minister of Education. He had brought the 
Minister of Education into the Council, not 
because of the office he held, but because of 
his individuality. 
Mr. Johnson eaid that he would like to 
disabuse the mind of the President of any 
idea that he (Mr. Johnsoi} desired to exclude 
from the Council the Minister of Education. 
He was desirous that Professor MacNeil! 
should be a member of the Executive Council, 
but he wae hopeful that he would not be at 
the same time Minister of Education, not 
because he was not worthy of office, but be- 
cause the office should be detached from the 
political party. 
Mr. Milroy said that he was of opinion 
that a blunder had ‘en made in abolishing 
the Ministry of Labour, and he intended to 
initiate a discussion by a motion in the 
House, and to ask that they agree to the re- 
constitution of the Labour Miristry as a 
separate Ministry or Department.

We stand by the Treaty signed by our 
plenipotentiaries, and by which we are bound 
in honour; hence our Northern policy, as our 
polity in every, other sphere, must be con 
strued with respect to the signed Articles. 
i have been informed that the North-Eastern 
Parliament is to meet immediately to decide 
whether it wil] join us on the terms of the 
‘'reaty (which 1 will refer to presently). It 
is not for me to anticipate what that decision 
will be, but I do, in al! sincerity and good 
will, and for all our people, say that we are 
leoking Northwards with hope and confidence 
that, whether now or very soon, the mé of 
that, corner of our land will come in with the 
rest of the Irish Nation, and share with us 
its Government, as well as the great eg od 
and happiness which must certainly follow 
concord and union. - 
Let them, we beg them, weigh well the 
substantial guarantees assured to them in the 
event of their deciding to recognise the Treaty 
position, as it regards them. 
See what it’ means! By the very Treaty 
itself they would be guaranteed in perpetuity, 
securely entrenched, for ever, might say, 
in.every inch of territory tnat for the moment 
is undor their control. This is SS, 
by Article 14 of the Treaty, which ‘provides 
that after the expiration of the month, and in 
the event of the North Eastern Parliament 
not opting out, ‘‘the Parliament and Govern- 
ment of Northern Ireland shall continue to 
exercise, as respects Northern Ireland, the 
power conferred on them by the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920," and the Parliament and 
Government of the Free State shall assume the 
position with regard to the Northern Parlia- 
ment which the British Parliament holds at 
present. oe ' 
In other words, the Provisional Parliament 
of Northern Ireland is guaranteed for ever, or 
so long as it wishes, in its present territory 
in the: event of the North-East deciding to 
remain with the Free: State. 
By the Treaty we are precluded, even if 
we wished, from removing their Governor, or 
interfering Wn any way with their domestic 
legislation, and their development. along their 
particular traditional lines. 


OTHER PRIVILEGES. 


Should they decide to remain with us, not 
only would they have all the powers over 
local government, education, public works, 
agriculture, old age pensions, etc., and the 
limited powers of taxing which théy at pre- 
sent enjoy, but they would have the following 
further. very substantial privileges:— —_ 
(1) According to Article 26 of the Free 
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only 13 members altogether in Westminster 
in a Parliament of 600 odd members. 
(2) The Queen’s University of Belfast would 
have three members in the Dail, like Trinity 
College and the -National University, as 
against the solitary member Queen’s sends to 
the British House. ! 
(3) The majority in the Six Counties could 
combine with the minority in the twenty-six 
counties to elect under Proportional Repre- 
sentation at least a fourth of the elected re- 
presentation of the Senate. 
(4) The administrative expenses of a land 
customs boundary (for which the North- 
Eastern Government would be liable: to a 
share as apportioned by the Joint Exchequer 
Board) and the inevitable and unavoidable de- 
pressing effects on commerce resulting from 
such a fiscal separation would be avoided.

Mr. Coroner E. Cummins held an inquest 
at Cashel, on Monday afternoon, in connection 
with the shooting of á labourer named James 
Cleary, of Derrycloney, New Inn, five miles 
from Cashel, whose body was found by his 
brother as he was going to Mass on Sunday 
1g. 

“The asa, Mr. F. Phillips, Chairman of 
the Urban Council, handed to the Coroner the 
unanimous finding of the jury, which was as 
follows :'— 

‘We, the jury in this case, after serious 
deliberation, have posvet sa og tape that 
a Cleary was murdered by some person 
age - ahaa: Death was due to hock 
alt hemorrhage, according to the doctors 
evidence. We wish to express our. heart 
felt sympathy with the relatives of the de- 
éeased, and pray that peace will soon take 
the place of the — strife in our land.” 


Witness stated that he knew of no reason 
whv his brother’s life should have been taken, 
as he thought that he had no enemies.

GREAT SOUTHERN AND 
WESTERN SYSTEM. 


More: outrages on the Great Southern and 
Western Railway system are reported. 
On the Kilkenny branch, in the section be- 
tween Thomastown and Ballyhale, the wood- 
work of a viaduct was maliciously set on fire 
on Tuesday night; rails were twisted, and the 
chairs fell into the river. In consequence of 
this there is a temporary stoppage of the train 
service on this branch between Thomastown 
and Ballyhale. 
There was further serious interference with 
the main line on Tuesday night, resulting in 
three special 'traina of stock out of the Thurles 
Fair. being delayed at Maryborough. .Im- 
mediately after the. departure of a special 
train of stock from Maryborough for Dublin, 
another special train followed in the same 
direction. This latter train was “held up” 
by armed men, who detached the engine from 
the train, removed the driver and fireman, and 
sent the engine on under its own steam. The 
engine, however, slowed up before comin 
into contact with the first special train, and 
was — into Kildare. 

At Belmont Station the signal cabin and 
contents were burned.

These are only some of the material advan- 
tages resulting from such a union as the 
Treaty provided for. _ There are many others 
too numerous. to single out now.
